Three-year jail 
sentence for

MORE than 130 
cannabis plants were 
found when police 
searched a house in 
Cefn Cribwr, 

Cardiff Crown 
Court heard - AJ 
SICLUNA reports. 

“Nearly every room 
was being used and one 
set of plants which was 
maturing, would have 
produced cannabis with a 
street value of up to 


£8,250,” said prosecutor 
Jason Howells. 

John Stott, 55, a man 
with no previous 
convictions, of Craig 
Row, was jailed for three 
years, two months, after 
pleading guilty to 
producing cannabis and 
abstracting electricity. 

Judge Stephen 

Hopkins QC described 
Stott as a “cannabis 
farmer”. He said he was 
satisfied that Stott was 
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growing the drug on a 
commercial level. 

Mr Howells said the 
police raided the house 
on July 16 and found a 
substantial factory with 
131 plants being grown 
at various sites, including 
the room Stott slept in. 

Electric lights were 
being used to provide 
heat. There was a 
ventilation system, and 
automatic irrigation. 

Because the electricity 
meter had been bypassed, 
there was a loss of £670. 

The street value of one 
set of plants was £8,250, 
added Mr Howells. 

Stott’s counsel, John 
Ryan, stressed that he 
was a man of clean 
character, who had 
pleaded guilty, though 
disputing that the crop 
was being sold on. 

He added that he 
originally grew cannabis 
to help cope with severe 
back and neck pain

Lifeboat rescues experienced 
sailors in ‘textbook’ operation 


THE UK Coastguard Agency 
paged Porthcawl RNLI volunteer 
crew on July 31, following a 
Mayday call from a motor cruiser 
taking in water and suffering a loss 
of engine power one and a half 
miles off Porthcawl. 

The cruiser had been hit by two large 
waves off Kenfig sands, while on passage 
from Cardiff to Swansea. 

Jake and Cath Scott, experienced sailors, 
were heading west, eventually making for 
Dublin. Jake said: “We crested the first 
large wave well, but as we went into the 


trough, the second wave smashed into the 
bows. 

“We were not unduly concerned, as we 
are experienced in long sea passages and 
our boat handles such conditions well. 

“One of the consequences of hitting the 
wave so hard was that our engines 
automatically went into ‘limp’ mode, which 
meant a loss of full power. 

“However, we did become concerned 
when we saw water coming under the door 
from the bow cabin. Unable to gain access 
to the cabin, we sent out the Mayday, as we 
knew we were taking in water. 

“We managed to turn towards Porthcawl 


and were relieved to see the lifeboat 
speeding towards us’. 

Porthcawl’s crew had launched the 
charity’s Atlantic 85 Rose of the Shires 
lifeboat in moderate to rough sea conditions 
and were alongside the casualty within a 
few minutes. 

Helmsman Carl Evans transferred two of 
his crew onto the casualty vessel with a 
water pump, and to communicate and assist 
the two people on board, should it become 
necessary to set up a tow into Porthcawl 
Marina.

The Coastguard 
search and rescue 
helicopter was also on 
scene as standby 
support. 

Jake added: “We 
were able to make it 
safely into the marina 
with the lifeboat ready 
to assist if required. 
Once inside the marina, 
lifeboat shore crew 
assisted us in berthing 
and we were able to 
investigate what had 
caused the ingress of 
water into our forward 
cabin. 

“It appears the force 
of that second wave, or 
that we hit some 
floating object, smashed 
open a bow hatch and 
allowed water in. 
Ironically, we are 
volunteers at Portishead 
lifeboat station so we 
are normally at the 
receiving end of 
Mayday calls not the 
ones sending them out.”

Jackdaw is caught on 
freshly-painted rugby 
posts in freak accident 



Sadly, the jackdaw misjudged its flight and 
got stuck to the crossbar. 

A JACKDAW lost its life after becoming 
stuck to freshly-painted rugby posts at 
Tondu RFC. 

RSPCA Cymru attended, after the jackdaw had 
become stuck on the crossbar, with one of its wings 
hanging downwards. 

The freak accident happened at the Pandy Park 
rugby ground, in the Aberkenfig area, on Monday, 
July 17. 

The charity attended within 15 minutes of 
receiving a call, and got up to the jackdaw using a 
ladder. 

Sadly, the bird had a heavily-damaged wing from 
the ordeal, and was smothered in gloss paint - and 
had to be put to sleep to prevent suffering. 

RSPCA animal welfare officer Andrew Harris 
said: “The posts were painted the day before - this 
poor jackdaw clearly misjudged his flight and flew 
straight into the crossbar. 

“Pure and simple, this was a freak accident, for 
which nobody should shoulder any blame and which 
could not realistically have been prevented. 

“While we were able to rescue the jackdaw from 
the posts, his wing injuries were severe and he had to 
be put to sleep. 

“Helping wildlife is a huge part of the RSPCA’s 
work. This accident is just one example of how 
everyday situations do, on occasions, lead to the

RSPCA being called out to tend to wild animals.”

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The early days of August 1917 exact a heavy toll on 

Porthcawlians - while back home a baker is fined for his flaky pasties! 



Local historian 
CERI JOSEPH 
continues her 
series on 

Porthcawl 100 
years ago, during 
World War One. 
This month, she 
looks at August 
1917. 

ARLY August 
brought more 
tragic news of 
Porthcawlians who 
had been killed 
serving their 
country - Private 
Samuel John Lewis, 
Lance Corporal 
Wilfred James 
Edwards and 
Private Thomas 
George Owen. 

Samuel John and 
Clifford Prosser Lewis, 
the youngest of nine 
children, born in 1892 
and 1895 respectively, 
had lived on New Road, 
Porthcawl since 1881. 
Their father, Samuel 
Lewis, seemed to have 
run a very successful 
grocer’s business in the 
town, as the family 
employed two servants. 

However, by 1901, 
the family had moved 
back to Penrhiwceiber, 
their father’s birthplace; 
yet within a year their 
father, Samuel, had 
emigrated to America. In 

1911, both young 
Samuel and Clifford 
were boarding and 
working in Aberfan, 
where Samuel worked as 
a clerk, and Clifford as a 
coalminer. 

It would seem that 
Clifford did not take to 
life in the mine as he, 
emigrated to America on 
the Campania in March 

1912, to join his father 
in Oakland, California. 

Following enlistment 
at Merthyr, Samuel was 
called up to the 
Yorkshire Regiment and, 
was killed on 1st August 
1917 at the Battle of 
Passchendaele. 

Later that year, 
Clifford enlisted into the 
58th Infantry Regiment 
4th Division, US Army. 
He, too, was killed on 
18th July 1918 at the 
2nd Battle of the Marne. 

Their father, Samuel, 
died in America in 1919 
and their mother 
Margaret, in 1921 in 
Porthcawl. The family 
are commemorated on a 
grave in St John’s 
Churchyard, Newton . 

Lance Corporal 
Wilfred James Edwards, 
one of five children, was 
bom in April 1897 in 
Trelleck, 


Monmouthshire. Sadly, 
his father, David, had 
died the previous 
October. 

In 1901, his mother 
Rachel married William 
David Phillips, a 
widower with 10 
children, who earned his 
living as a tailor in 
Cardiff. In 1908, 
Wilfred’s brother, 

Charles emigrated to 
Canada in 1908, aged 16 
years old. 

In October 1914, he 
enlisted into the 
Canadian Expeditionary 
Force, but was 
discharged six months 
later being classed as 
medically unfit. The rest 
of the family, however, 
moved to Sandholm, 
Mackworth Road, 
Porthcawl in 1911, 
whereupon they opened 
a ‘Ladies’ and Gents’ 
High Class Tailor’s 
establishment,’ in John 
Street, (probably where 
New Look is today). 

Initially, Wilfred, 
known locally as Wilfred 
Phillips, worked for the 
‘Porthcawl News’ but by 
1914 he had obtained a 
job with the Porthcawl 
Gas Works. Enlisting in 

1916, Wilfred was 
drafted into the Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers, with 
whom he was posted to 
France in May 1916. 

Lance Corporal 
Edward’s death is 
recorded as 4th August 

1917, yet one document 
records it as 31st July 
1917. Wilfred is 
remembered on the 
Arras Memorial as his 
body was never 
recovered, which 
coupled with the 
discrepancy of death 
dates, highlights the 
chaos and carnage that 
became ever more 
evident during the war - 
and may have had some 
bearing on the course of 
action Charles then took 
in Canada. 

In 1917, Canada 
brought in conscription 
and Charles was again 
brought to the colours; 
yet on 9th January 1918 
he was charged with 
misconduct as a MSA 
Defaulter and was 
sentenced to serve 14 
months at Stony Court 
Penitentiary, near 
Winnipeg. Whatever his 
reasons for taking this 
course of action, we can 
only surmise, but 
conscientious objectors 
were held at this prison. 

Private Thomas 
George Owen, 15th 
Battalion, Welsh 
Regiment, was born in 
Treforest in 1897, to 
Thomas and Florence 
Owen. By 1901 the 
family had moved to 66, 




Shanley ’s cafe. 
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Brackla Street, Bridgend 
where his father worked 
as a general labourer. 

In 1911, both George 
and his father were 
working as coalminers in 
the local pit near their 
new address 16, 
Pwllygarth Street, 

Kenfig Hill; yet by 
1917, the family, which 
now included a daughter, 
Thelma, were found 
living at 16, George 
Street, Porthcawl. 

Initially, George had 
worked during the 
summers for Mr Michael 
William Shanly, an 
entrepreneur, who 
provided bathing huts, 
deckchairs and cafes, for 
the developing seaside 
resort. 

In 1914, George was 
in the employ of Spillers 
and Bakers Ltd, Cardiff, 
yet , by Christmas 1916 
he had enlisted into the 
Welsh Regiment and 
was serving on the 
Western Front. Private 
Owen was, sadly, killed 
as a result of shellfire on 
5th August 1917 at 
Passchendaele and, as 
his body was not 
recovered, is 
remembered on the 
Menin Gate Memorial, 
Ypres. 

Researching George’s 
family tree, I found a 
few points of interest. 

His maternal 
grandmother, Mary 
Wozencroft, was ‘bom at 
sea’ off Cape Horn. 
Mary’s father, John 
Thomas, had been a 


regular soldier in the 
11th Foot (Devonshire 
Regiment) 1823-1847; 
and on discharge had 
been treated at the Royal 
Hospital Chelsea for 
rheumatism. 

He remained at 
Chelsea for a while, 
although he had married 
Mary in 1841 and, by 
the end of 1850, had a 
son William. In 1851, 
the family had moved to 
Cardiff, where John gave 
his profession as a 
Chelsea Pensioner; but 
within a few years, he 
was employed as the 
turnkey (jailer) to 
Cardiff Goal, on the site 
where Cardiff Market is 
today. John died in 1861 
aged 56 years old. 

On the home front, 
Porthcawl news was 
dominated by the visit of 
the celebrated actress 
and singer Miss Blanche 
Tomlin. During her 


career Miss Tomlin had 
appeared on the West 
End Stage and on 
Broadway. Bom in 
Leeds in 1889,she 
married Ronald Ford 
Wakley a coal exporter 
from Barry, on 12th July 

1917. 

During their visit to 
his hometown the 
following month, they 
spent a few days in 
Porthcawl, during which 
Miss Tomlin was invited 
to sing at the Porthcawl 
Allotment Show. The 
event was to promote the 
increase of local food 
production with ‘a 
valuable Cup being 
awarded for the best- 
kept and stocked war 
allotment.’ (Porthcawl 
News 31st August 1917). 

Sadly, Miss Tomlin’s 
marriage failed to last a 
year as her husband, 
Ronald, died in April 

1918. As well as 


promoting food 
production the policing 
of foodstuffs was even 
more vigilant. Farmer 
Herbert Evans of 
Tythegston was fined £3 
for supplying milk 
deficient in butter fat to 
Isaac Heath the 
milkman, whilst Henry 
Beach Comley, baker, 
was again in breach of 
the Cake and Pastry 
Order for producing 
flaky pastries. 

When the food 
inspector asked Mr 
Comley why he kept 
making them, the reply 
came back,” I am going 
on making these articles 
until a decision is given 
against me.” 

(.Porthcawl News 31st 
August 1917) It was; the 
Magistrate imposed a 
fine of 10s on Mr 
Comley. 

Porthcawlians were 
greatly saddened to hear 



of the death of Rev 
Thomas Thomas, a well- 
known retired Baptist 
Minister, who died on 
26th August at his home 
in Picton Avenue. 
Although he retired to 
Porthcawl in 1904, he 
took charge of the 
ministerial duties at 
Gilgal during periods 
when the chapel was 
awaiting new 
appointments. 

Rev Thomas, 77, was 
a widower, who left a 
son Frank, who was 
superintendent of the 
YMCAhuts, and served 
the system of dugouts in 
the Ypres sector. 

Of his four daughters, 
Elsie, served as a QA 
nurse in Egypt, whilst 
another son, Private 
Trevor Thomas, 15th 
Battalion, Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers had been killed 
the previous August, at 
the Somme. Finally, the 


committee of the Royal 
Porthcawl Golf Club 
reported in August 1917, 
that the negotiations 
with the Margam Estate, 
as to the tenancy of the 
clubhouse and links, 
were completed. 

The owners of the 
Estate finally granted the 
lease for the 18 holes 
and clubhouse, which 
had been completed in 
1899. 

Prior to this, rent had 
been paid for the first 
nine holes positioned on 
Locks Common and for 
the second nine holes, 
300 yards away, on the 
land where the golf club 
is today. 

Interestingly, the 
original clubhouse was 
the workmen’s quarters 
in Queen Victoria’s 
Diamond Jubilee 
Exhibition in Crystal 
Palace, London. 
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THE Bridgend Association of 
Voluntary Organisations 
(BAVO) has worked with 
BBCBC, HALO Leisure, Yr 
Hen Blwyth Running Club and 
parkrun to start up Llynfi 
Valley’s own parkrun 

Thanks to funding received through 
the Llynfi Valley 20 Project and 
BCBC, over 170 runners came to 
experience the wonderful Maesteg 
Welfare Park (many for the first 
time), where under the command of 
event director Emma Marshall, Huw 
Irranca Davies AM and the cabinet 
member for social services and early 
help, Coun Phil White, Llynfi Valley’s 
parkrun was officially launched on 
Saturday, July 22. 

BAVO’s chief executive officer, 
Heidi Bennett, commented: “Parkrun 
organise free, weekly, 5km timed runs 
around the world. They are open to 
everyone, free and are safe and easy to 
take part in. We are extremely proud to 
have our very own one in Maesteg. 

“The Llynfi Valley has a 20 year less 
healthy life expectancy than any other 


ward in the county borough; so this 
(hopefully) will help community 
members to be more aware about what 
they could do to help improve their 
own situations.” 

BAVO co-ordinated a local response 
which has seen a core group of 
volunteers develop a small committee 
which is essential for any parkrun to 
happen. 

Huw Irranca-Davies, Ogmore AM, 
said: “A huge effort went into making 
it a great success, with over 170 people 
from Maesteg (and visitors from 
further afield) taking part in the run 
and loads of smiling volunteers. 

“It showed Maesteg Park at its very 
best (well done as always to Lriends of 
Maesteg Park for their constant work) 
but also the friendliness and great 
organisation of the local organisers. 

“Well done to everyone and I was 
delighted to come along and support. 
It’s a regular thing now on Saturday 
mornings and all are welcome. To 
catch-up, visit the @maestegparkrun 
Lacebook page.”

ANGUISH OF WOMEN 
WHO RECEIVED ‘MESH’ 
IMPLANT TREATMENT 


A Barry woman has told The GEM of the 
anguish and pain suffered by some 
patients who have received medical ‘mesh 
implants’, writes TIM CHAPMAN. 

Mrs Pauline Inch (60) says that some women who 
received the treatment suffered serious health 
problems and endured bouts of depression. 

For many women suffering the distressing effects 
of stress urinary incontinence and pelvic organ 
prolapse, surgical procedures using vaginal mesh 
devices have provided an effective form of treatment 
which can be far less invasive than alternative 
surgical procedures. However, the safety and 
efficacy of surgery using mesh devices has been 
questioned by a community of patients and 
clinicians. 

Mrs Inch attended a parliamentary meeting at 
Westminster on July 18 hosted by Owen Smith, the 
MP for Pontypridd, which was addressed by leading 
gynaecologists, urologists, and ‘Sling the Mesh’ 
campaigner Kath Sansom. 

Pauline, who says she knows of sufferers in Barry 
and Bridgend, told The GEM: “The meeting in 
Parliament was chaired by Owen Smith and there 
was a panel of eminent surgeons. 

“It was well attended by over 120 women from all 
over the country who had suffered from an implant 
at some time in their lives. 

“We heard that incidents had been under-reported 
because staff were worried how it would reflect on 
them. 

“We also heard that the old way of surgery had 
very little failures compared to the mesh method, but 
the mesh was deemed cheaper and more cost 
effective. 

“Even that has not been really true, because of the 
additional cost of medication to help affected 
patients through the painful life that they have to 
endure afterwards.” 

Alternatives treatments can include using 
‘bulking agents’ such as a polyacrylamide hydrogel, 
pessaries or tissue grafts. 

One consultant urogynaecologist told the meeting 
that there is a better way of solving the problem. 

Pauline said: “There always was, so why was it 
ignored? Only 40 per cent of surgeons reported their 
results to the authorities, so the problem was played 
down, and the plight of women victims rejected. 

“These women had to suffer physical and mental 
pain while their bodies rejected the intruder inside of 
them. 

“Some of the medication didn’t help their mental 
state, which was compounded by some of their GPs 
telling them that the pain was psychosomatic.” 

Pauline said that during the Westminster meeting 
some of the women were able to recount stories 
about how devastated their lives had been following 
treatment. 

She said: “The women were allowed to voice their 
feelings, and for two hours we listened to the torture 
that these ladies had to endure. 

“The stories told at that meeting left most in the 
room with tears in their eyes, men in the room 
openly crying while listening to the ordeals of some 
women. 

“One woman from north Wales told the assembled 
group that she was an outdoor person who regularly 
went walking in the mountains of Wales with her 
husband and daughter before her operation; now she 
is a wreck, unable to walk down to the high street to 
shop, let alone climb a mountain. 

“When she first started to suffer from the 
symptoms of mesh, she was told that ‘it was all in 
her mind’, and just get on with her life. 

“This lady doubted herself, and was twice put into 
care for mental issues; she also tried to kill herself to 
end the pain. 

“Another told of the suffering experienced by the 
husbands and families of victims, it was not just the 
patient who suffered. 

“Her husband was a ‘brick’ to her, and stood by 
her through the many years that she suffered. They 
hadn’t had sex for years due to the extreme pain that 
she was in.” 

Pauline said a GP told the meeting that some 
colleagues had been ignorant of issues surrounding 
the mesh treatment and he was trying to educate 
them and surgeons on its failings. 

All GPs had been able to do was refer women 
back to specialists who had caused the problem in 
the first place. Pauline says she herself suffers 
horrendous pain. “The top of my legs hurt, my groin 
feels as if it has barbed wire in there, and it’s as if 
someone’s put a hatchet in my lower back.” 

When she spoke to one surgeon about removing 
her mesh, he told her: “There’s nothing that can be 
done. No surgeon would come near you.” 

The problem is too complex. Pauline’s mesh is 
now embedded in her abdominal walls, part of her 
bowel, and her organs. 

She said she wanted to thank her Assembly 
Member Jane Hutt who had been a huge support 
throughout her ordeal. 

Prior to the meeting, Owen Smith said: “In seven 


years of being an MP, this is one of the worst 
medical issues I have come across. 

“I was first contacted by a constituent suffering 
from chronic pain as a result of the procedure, and 
since getting in touch with the ‘Sling the Mesh’ 
campaign, I have been contacted by countless 
women who have shared their devastating stories 
following mesh surgery. 

“It is my hope that the Government will take 
action to address this growing issue and immediately 
review mesh treatment.” 

An NHS England Mesh Working Group report 
has been issued and Mr Smith said: “Mesh injured 
women will be deeply disappointed by the outcomes 
of the final NHS England Review, which seems to 
have made little progress since its interim report 
came out over a year ago. 

“This was an opportunity for the NHS to take a 
lead and recommend a pause in the use of mesh until 
we know precisely how many women have been 
adversely affected by the product. 

“Instead, they appear content to allow mesh to be 
widely used, despite growing, international concerns 
about its potential ill effects. 

“Many companies have already taken their mesh 
products off the market - that alone should tell us 
something is not right with these devices.” 

The Mesh Oversight Group Report was published 
by NHS England last month. 

It says: “This report sets out clear and achievable 
steps to improve the care of women with stress 
urinary incontinence (SUI) and pelvic organ 
prolapse (POP). “It is a direct and practical response 
to the serious issues raised by patients and the 
recommendations published in the interim report in 
2015. 

“It describes how improvements will be met in 
patient information and consent, shared decision¬ 
making, procedure recording and complication 
reporting as part of professional clinical practice. 

“It also describes measures to address the 
knowledge level in general practice, where the 
majority of initial consultations occur and patients 
may later present with complications. 

“This report also has a particular focus on those 
women who have developed complications and their 
referral and access to self-declared specialist centres 
with multidisciplinary teams able to advise on and 
treat complications and post-operative problems.”

primary school in Wales (five day category) and 
Ysgol Bryn Castell picked up second place in a UK¬ 
wide one-day challenge. An impressive 73 per cent 
of the daily journeys made by Porthcawl pupils were 
made on two wheels during their challenge. 

Coun Richard Young, BCBC’s cabinet member 
for communities, said: “So many of our schools are 
tremendously positive in promoting active travel to 
their pupils, realising the excellent benefits for the 
whole school community that can be gained by 
pupils either walking, cycling or scooting more 
rather than spending the school run sat in a car. 
Children get to school feeling more energised, 
healthier, and more ready to learn. 

“As a council, we have worked extremely hard in 
recent years to improve our active travel 
infrastructure, as we want to make it a realistic 
option for people to leave their cars at home for 
everyday short journeys such as the daily school run, 
the commute to work, or trips to shops and 
amenities. 

“The success achieved by local schools in the Big 
Pedal Challenge demonstrates that active travel is 
achievable for many residents in Bridgend County 
Borough, but we want to do more.” 

After carrying out an initial public consultation in 
2015 to find out which routes people were using 
most for their everyday journeys on foot or two 
wheels, BCBC is currently mid-way through a 12- 
week public consultation that is inviting views on 
the new routes and improvements people would like 
to see built, such as new paths, safer crossings and 
other road safety measures. 


Maps showing a total of 161 possible new active 
travel routes have been drawn up, with proposed 
routes including Newton to Porthcawl town centre, 
Garth to Maesteg Comprehensive School, and a safe 
link between Parc Derwen and Brackla - as part of a 
longer route that would also join up Bridgend town 
centre with the Bridgend Designer Outlet along the 
dual carriageway. 

Another proposal would connect Brynmenyn with 
Blaengarw Country Park, completing the Garw 
Valley Community Route, while safe routes could 
also be created from Broadlands to Bryntirion 
Comprehensive School, Litchard to Brynteg 
Comprehensive School, and Pen-y-Fai to Bryntirion 
Comprehensive School. 

Coun Young added: “This consultation will help 
us to discover which new routes would be welcomed 
the most by local residents, so that we can prioritise 
which ones we will then be bidding for funding to 
create over the next 15 years. 

“These shorter, urban routes are being focused on 
in the first instance, due to the greater potential 
number of people who would make use of them - but 
other longer-term schemes have also been 
earmarked, including Pyle to Porthcawl, Maesteg to 
Tondu, and Bridgend to Porthcawl.

LAST week, Welsh 
business and union 
leaders expressed 
disappointment at 
the UK 
Government’s 
decision not to 
electrify the Great 
Western main line 
in Wales, writes 
TIM CHAPMAN. 

The route takes in 
Newport, Cardiff, 
Bridgend and Swansea. 

Wales TUC General 
Secretary Martin 
Mansfield claimed the 
decision showed the UK 
Government was turning 
its back on the Welsh 
economy. 

“First, they went back 
on the promise to 
electrify the Valley lines, 
and the decision to ditch 
their pledge to Swansea 
is a fresh insult to the 
people of Wales. 

“If work had started at 
the Swansea end, there 
is no way they’d have 
turned off the money 
before electrification had 


reached Reading. 

“Why do UK 
Ministers think it’s 
acceptable for Wales to 
be denied funding and to 
get a second-rate 
service?” 

Vale MP and 
Secretary of State for 
Wales Alun Cairns, 
stated that a leap in 
technology was behind 
the decision and a new 
‘service hub’ would be a 
benefit to Swansea. 

He explained: “The 
latest technology allows 
us to bring the most 
modem trains in the 
world to Swansea at a 
much earlier stage than 
we had predicted. 

“They are based on 
the Japanese bullet trains 
and will be maintained 
in Swansea, where the 
service hub will be 
located. This is a clear 
commitment to the area 
and its future. 

“There’s little sense in 
applying old technology 
when we have a far 
superior option available 
to us. I am delighted that 


passengers to and from 
Swansea will soon be 
enjoying some of the 
most modern trains in 
the world, with a higher 
capacity, better comfort, 
and quicker travel times. 

“It would be 
nonsensical for us as a 
Government to install 
old technology when 
these, the most modern 
trains in the world, will 
be taking 15 minutes off 
the journey time.” 

Local rail enthusiast 
Mike Wilcock provided 
The GEM with an image 
of one of the new trains. 

He said that the 
introduction of the 
trains, which are 
powered by both 
electricity or an on¬ 
board diesel engine, 
meant electrification 
wasn’t required. 

It would just mean 
switching to the diesel 
engine when the train 
sets off from Cardiff to 
Swansea. 

Mike said: “The new 
trains don’t need 
electrification. The 


trains are bi-mode and 
built by Hitachi. 

“They can be run on 
diesel power, too, so 
there is no need for 
power lines to Swansea 
through Bridgend. 
They’ve already been 
running to Swansea for 
six months.” 

Electrification 
requires a pantograph 
system in which the train 
gets electricity from the 
cables above it. 

Mike added: “It 
would cost millions (to 
electrify the line to 
Swansea) because some 
bridges would have to be 
lifted - such as at 
Pontyclun - so the 
pantograph could 
operate. 

“Electrification would 
mean major 
inconvenience to 
motorists because roads 
would need to be closed 
as bridges are lifted to 
take account of the 
catenary (flexible wiring 
on a curve).

they reunite following 
an act of great courtship, 
in time for the credits to 
roll. 

The Big Sick doesn’t 
subvert these tropes; 
instead, it places them 
into a more realistic 
setting, and while it says 
much about how we 
view love and how it 
makes us learn things 
about ourselves, it also 
makes some salient 
points about being a 
Muslim in the modem 
world, where love is not 
necessarily required to 
be arranged, and the 
desire to break free from 
the conformity of it can 
be strong. 

It’s a film that cuts 
close to the bone in its 
depiction of 
relationships and the 
little quirks, and 
Nanjiani and Gordon 
deserve credit for not 
trying to soften 
anything. We have the 
beautifully played out 
moments of a 
burgeoning love, and 
then the hammer blow 
of it all blowing up 
around them; and it 
feels all too real, which 
is to be hugely 
admired - but not the 
ideal viewing for a 
recently-united couple 
looking for a date 
movie! 

It’s a story that plays 
out on several fronts - 
it’s about growing up 
and realising what you 


want from life; it’s 
about recognising the 
faults in yourself and, 
perhaps most 
importantly, it’s about 
putting yourself before 
the expectations of 
family - and each 
element works 
succinctly and perfectly. 

It helps that the film’s 
cast is terrific. Nanjiani 
may have only had 
small roles (Silicon 
Valley aside) so far, but 
he is a charming and 
engaging lead, while his 
chemistry with Zoe 
Kazan is exceptionally 
played out, Kazan 
marking herself a niche, 
after Ruby Sparks and 
What If, as the 
alternative female 
romantic comedy lead. 

Ray Romano and 
Holly Hunter are superb 
as Emily’s parents, 
battling through their 
own issues as well as 
trying to support their 
daughter and forging a 
relationship with 
Kumail, while Anupam 
Kher and Zenobia 
Shroff as Kumail’s 
parents, and Adeel 
Akhtar as his devout 
brother, are wonderful 
also, struggling to get 
Kumail to commit to the 
traditions of his religion. 

What makes The Big 
Sick stand out, however, 
is how it plays all these 
disparate elements into 
one wholly satisfying 
film.

Residents 
say not enough time to 
respond on consultation

PEOPLE living in 
Barry have been 
given a new 

opportunity to have 
their say on an 
application from 
Biomass UK No. 2 
Ltd to operate an 
energy plant at the 
docks, but one 

resident has told 
The GEM more 
time is needed for 
people to digest 

such a lengthy and 
complex document. 

The deadline for 
responses is Monday, 

August 28. 

Matthew Lock, a 
supporter of the Docks 
Incinerator Action 
Group, told The GEM: 
“The image shows the 
scale of the problem. 

“The latest NRW 
consultation document 
available at Barry 
Library is 1,044 pages 
long. 

“Not only is it a 
massive task to read, it’s 
not bound or filed in a 
folder in any way. Every 
page is loose and could 
easily be lost, removed, 
damaged or just be put 
back in the wrong order. 

“It’s also very 


technical and impossible 
to understand. It is also 
available at the Barry 
Town Council offices, 
where we were told an 
appointment would be 
required. 

“I don’t know how 
many pages the average 
resident of Barry might 
be able to get through in 
a day, but for even one 
resident out of the 55,000 
people to read this and to 
understand this, and to 
respond to it within 27 


days, is impossible.” 

Matthew added: “This 
is not a consultation. This 
is not public engagement. 
It is an insult to every 
person living in this 
town. This shows what 
an impossible task it is.” 

Nadia De Longhi, the 
operations manager for 
Natural Resources Wales 
explained that the length 
of the document was 
because NRW wanted to 
provide all the relevant 
information and wanted 


the process to be 
transparent. 

She said: “We want to 
make sure we provide 
enough time for people 
to respond to our 
consultation, while at the 
same time keeping 
within our legal 
obligations for dealing 
with the application. 

“We understand that 
applications like this are 
highly technical, and that 
is why we are working 
closely with the DIAG 
group to make sure they 
fully understand the new 
information we have 
received. 

“For transparency, we 
decided to share the 
latest information in its 
entirely but we recognise 
that the volume and 
content is not easy to 
digest. We are confident 
that the DIAG group will 
raise any relevant issues 
to our attention on behalf 
of the community.” 

She added: “Of 
course, if we do decide to 
grant a permit to the 
company, there will also 
be a further consultation 
on our ‘draft’ decision, 
and an opportunity for 
people to submit any new 
information or evidence 
which they think we 
haven’t considered.”

Coun Jonathan Bird, 
Vale Council cabinet 
member for regeneration 
and planning, said: “This 
is one of two recent 
incidents at Cosmeston 
Lakes Country Park in 
which ducks have been 
shot with bolts believed 
to have been fired from a 
crossbow. 

“A male mallard with 


a crossbow bolt through 
its leg has been handed 
over to swan rescue, 
while the incidents have 
been reported to the 
police and RSPB. 

“Rangers at the park 
will continue attempts to 
catch the female bird in 
an effort to ensure it also 
receives treatment for its 
injury. 

“Shooting wildlife at 
the park with bolts is 
cruel and senseless and 
we will not hesitate to 
take criminal action 
against anyone 

responsible for such 
behaviour.”

HAVING roasted

A basic 
camera; you pressed the 
button and hoped that it 
would ‘turn out’, not all 
did. The idea was to 
inspire people by 
showing what a simple 
camera could do. 

Compared to pictures 
taken with a Box 
Brownie, most people’s 




mobile phones produce 
amazing pictures. So, 
take your pictures, join 
the Vale Photographic 
Club and show them to 
other enthusiasts.

THE rain and thunder forecast by the 
Valeways’ president did not deter several 
walkers from joining John for a nine-mile 
outing away from home territory. 

They met at Symonds Yat Rock car park, before 
descending steeply through woodlands to reach the 
River Wye. Here they followed the old railway line, 
a victim of the Beeching axe, to reach Biblins 
Bridge. 

On the way, they passed a canoe slalom course 
and watched swans dabbling in the river. 

They left the river behind to climb steeply out of 
the valley, passing the nature reserve and going 
through woods to arrive at Near Hearkening rock, a 
large mass of conglomerate sandstone, said to be a 
listening post for game keepers of old, who thought 
its concave face helped them hear poachers. 

The party dropped down the hill, passing the Suck 
Stone and on reaching the gravel track, turned south 
towards the village of Staunton. 

The White Horse Inn was only 100 yards away, 
but before enjoying its hospitality, there was another 
stone to visit - the Buck stone. 

This stone used to rock until it was vandalised in 
1883, but still commands superb views across to 
Abergavenny and beyond. It was a short walk 
downhill to the pub for a lunch break. 

Now came the hardest part of the walk - leaving 
the pub! The walk continued through Blake’s 
wood,to reach the last of the four large stones - the 
Long Stone said to be the meeting point of forest 
tribes.

Plaid questions 
‘underspend’ on 
housing support 


PLAID Cymru councillor Ian 
Johnson has criticised the Vale 
of Glamorgan Council, after its 
annual accounts showed an 
underspend of £740,000 on 
funding intended for the 
county’s poorest families. 

The council told The GEM it 
encouraged people to come forward if 
they need help. 

The council’s 2016-17 accounts, 
when the council was run by Labour, 
were debated at the council’s corporate 
performance and resources committee 
meeting, where Coun Johnson drew 
attention to the underspend of 
£193,000 on ‘discretionary housing 
payments’; and more than half a 
million pounds (£547,000) on ‘council 
tax reduction’, after what council 
reports describe as “a lower than 
anticipated take-up” of the benefits. 

Coun Johnson said: “Discretionary 
housing payments and the council tax 
reduction scheme are aimed at families 
in the Vale in the most difficult 
circumstances, so it shocks me that 
nearly three-quarters of a million 
pounds went back into the Vale’s 
reserves, rather than supporting 
families in need. 

“We hear daily about rising use of 
foodbanks and the growth of in-work 
poverty, so I cannot understand why a 
Labour-run council did not do more to 
direct this money to families - either 
through helping more people to apply 
or widening the criteria where 


possible. With 770 Vale families still 
paying the cruel and unnecessary 
bedroom tax and the number of 
families affected by the benefit cap 
trebled, due to nasty Tory welfare 
changes, this is money that could make 
the difference between eating and 
heating for many people.” 

Coun Andrew Parker, Vale Council 
cabinet member for housing and 
building services, explained that 
money for housing support is allocated 
following an application process and it 
is only possible to assist those that ask 
for help. 

He added: “The council would urge 
anyone who believes they, or someone 
they know, may be eligible for either 
payment, and has not yet applied, to 
contact the benefits department, who 
will assist them. 

“The council has paid out nearly 
£10 million as part of the council tax 
reduction scheme, helping households 
on low incomes meet council tax 
payments. 

“We also endeavour to respond 
positively to requests for discretionary 
housing payments and the Vale was 
recently ranked as the fourth best 
performing authority in Wales in this 
area by Shelter Cymru. 

“The entirety of the £233,606 grant 
received from the Department of Work 
and Pensions for discretionary housing 
payments has been allocated, while the 
council has spent £28,586 from its own 
resources to help those on low incomes 
pay their rent.”

One Jenner Park 
student, aged 10, said:

Thank you for 
coming to High Street 
Primary.”

Penarth park play area is 
transformed by revamp 



THE Vale of Glamorgan 
Council has transformed 
Wordsworth Park in 
Penarth - by introducing 
bigger and brighter 
facilities for families to 
enjoy this summer. 

Section 106 funding from a 
local development has been spent 
on new equipment, including a 
wheelchair-accessible 
roundabout, a flat-seat swing and 
wide-access gate, as well as other 


new additions. A public 
consultation was held in 
September and October last year, 
when children and local residents 
offered ideas on how they’d like 
to see the park enhanced. 

The improvements have 
included revamping the play area 
with new equipment, safety 
surfacing, access improvements, 
bins and seating. 

They are part of an ongoing 
series of investment in park 
facilities across the Vale. 


Wordsworth Park is the latest in a 
series of park improvements 
across Penarth, following Cwrt Y 
Vil, Plassey Sqaure, and Cliff 
Walk. 

Members of Penarth Youth 
Action (PYA) were also consulted 
about changes to the park. 

Alex McDonald, of Penarth 
Youth Action, said: “Now the 
changes have been made, I have 
never seen it so busy.”

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HOUSES, STREETS AND ROADS 
IN CADOXTON 1885-95 


THERE were 51 houses in Cadoxton 
Parish in 1881, together with farms 
including Colebrook Fawr and Fach (big 
and little), Old Mill, Weston, Biglis, Hatch 
and Bowers. 

Several old ‘highways’ led into Cadoxton: Holton 
Farm going east via the Buttrills and Tynewydd, 
south of Witchell Wood to Cadoxton Common; from 
Pencoedtre Wood, south past Cadoxton Reservoir 
via Crossways and Cross Elms to the parish church; 
from St Andrews Major, south via Gilbert Cottage 
and Coldbrook to the church; from the Westra, Dinas 
Powis to Gilbert Cottage; Dinas Powis via moors to 
Weston; Holton passing south of Maes-y-cwm Wood 
to Weston. 

The highways were narrow lanes with room for 
one vehicle and John Robinson, the engineer of the 
Docks Company, recalled how one day he came 
upon a horse and carriage with ladies aboard and had 
to lead his horse and trap backwards a long way, in 
order that they could pass. 

Members of the Public Works committee in 1889 
were J Robinson (chair), Edward Hughes, Oliver 
Jenkins, Charles Morgan, JC Meggitt and Dr 
O’Donnell, with JA Hughes, Dr George Neale and 
JC Pardoe, the clerk to the board, the medical officer 
of health and the surveyor respectively. One of their 
tasks was to ensure that builders adhered to the bye¬ 
laws and property owners carried out their 
responsibilities. 

As some houses had already been erected before 
this committee was formed, they were playing 
‘catch-up’ from the outset and new planning 
applications were flooding in at every meeting. 
Board members could not agree whether public 
roads should be 40 or 60 feet wide and this created 
problems for the Gas and Water Company, having to 
dig up and relay pipes, much as we have today. 

The 1890 amendment to the Public Health Act of 
1875 stipulated that ‘private improvement works’ in 
unfinished streets and roads, must be carried out by 
the board and paid out of the rates. They could then 
‘adopt’ the streets and claim the costs from property 
owners, who were responsible for ‘paving, curbing 
(sic) and channelling’. 

Upgrading these bumpy, muddy lanes with the 
tools available 130 years ago would have been a 
challenge in calm and peaceful surroundings, but in 
the hustle and bustle of Barry in 1889, it must have 
been chaotic. To make a 12 feet wide highway 
suitable for the increased traffic often meant dealing 
with different landowners and then seeking tenders 
from builders to carry out the work. Sourcing the 
stone would take more time and the weather could 
turn them into impassable bogs for workers and 
delivery of materials by horse and cart. 

When Thomas Jenkins died at New House in 
1898 at the grand old age of 94, he was the oldest 
‘commoner’ in the district, with rights to Cadoxton 
Common. This grand old man, who in 1861 was 
farming 13 acres of freehold land, could remember 
swimming in the sea as a child at Weston Square. 

When the docks and railways were being planned 
in the early 1880s, the illustrious men involved in 
that enterprise such as TA Walker, John Wolfe Barry 
and David Davies of Llandinam, were frequent 
visitors to his home. His son Oliver was the clerk to 
the school board and with meetings held at the 
house, both of them were privy to what lay ahead. 

Imagine then that 80-year-old Thomas made his 
way to the high point of the Common in 1885 for one 
last look at ‘his village’, before things changed for 
ever. 

Below him to the north was the parish church, two 
early chapels, some cottages, several farms, the 
William the Fourth public house and over to the right 
was Coldbrook with Bitdown Wood to the left. 

To the west were Slade and Witchell woods, then 
further down across open fields were Brooks, 
Newlands and Maes-y-Cwm woods. Coming back 
towards the common, he would have seen Court 
House where Rev John Hughes was living in 1881. 
Turning his gaze back to the south were the Old Mill, 
Weston Farm, Cadoxton River and the moors to the 
east as far as Sully and Hayes Farm, then no doubt 
with tears in his eyes, he bade farewell to his youth. 

Ten years elapsed, with Oliver on the Local board 
and the School and Burial boards, so he was well 
aware of the great changes taking place. 

Imagine once again that he wanted to take his 
father back to the common, to a scene he would not 
recognise and certainly could not have imagined. 

He would have known about the few houses built 
just behind his home in Brock Street and as they left 
in their horse and carriage, they would have passed 
houses in Jenkin Street, Robin’s Lane, Daniel, 
Beverley and Abingdon Streets and then more 
houses leading down the steep hill of Church Road. 

Once on the common with its lofty panoramic 
view, looking north Thomas would have picked out 
homes in Treharne Road and Edwards Street, the 
latter available to rent at just 4s a week. Further 
ahead was the massive low level reservoir just below 


Pencoedtre Wood, built to supply water to the whole 
of Cadoxton and the lower parts of Barry Dock and 
east Barry. 

Gazing across to the north east was the Cadoxton 
Brick Works with houses nearby in David Street, 
with the brook running behind. Next came his first 
sighting of the railway line as it carved its way north, 
leaving both Coldbrook Farms on the far side, with 
the first houses in Palmer Street just below. To the 
east were the Biglis Water Works and then looking 
south, near the goods station of the Taff Vale 
Railway, he would have caught sight of two large 
kilns at the Brick Works of Londoner Mr Jackson. 

As the contractor of the deep water lock, on that 
site he was able to bake 250 tons in each kiln and by 
mid-July 1893, he sent the first 300 tons by rail to 
the docks. 

Heading west from the Royal Hotel were houses 
along Barry Road with more in Fairford, 
Chesterfield, Glebe and Gilbert Streets on the north 
side and Lee Road, Llewellyn and Davies Streets 
and Commercial Road on the south side. Hannah 
Street had a few houses near Court Road, but the 
school had not yet been built. 

It is worth remembering that this was still only 
1895, just six years after the docks had been opened. 

Catching his breath, Thomas would next have 
been drawn to look down from the common to the 
south and a scene for which he was not prepared. 
There before him were hundreds of houses in streets 
such as Main, Iddesleigh, Vere, Harvey, Hunter, 
Holmes, Forster, Weston, Llanover, Melrose, Oban, 
Pontypridd and Kenilworth, Courtenay and Old Mill 
Roads. 

Oliver would most likely have reminded his father 
of The Old Wenvoe Inn, which had stood just below 
the common for 40 years, with first David 
Thompson and then his daughter Mrs Matthews in 
occupation. Now demolished and replaced by The 
Wenvoe Arms, its publican was H Chappell and was 
now a modem family and commercial hotel with 
stabling, a first class billiard room and serving cold 
luncheons daily. 

Alongside the hotel, some houses had been built 
in Northcote Terrace and lower down in Jenner 
Street. 

Beyond the railway station, there were more on 
the north side of Cardiff Road in John and Arthur 
Streets then opposite in Morlais, Spring, Gwenllian 
and Riverside. The architects were actually given 
permission to alter Gwenllian to Flora Street in 
1892. 

No doubt quite weary at that stage, he could have 
finished his visual journey by catching sight of a few 
houses in Beatrice and Rectory Roads off Weston 
Hill to the south west. 

Had this event actually occurred, we can only 
surmise what Thomas’ reaction would have been, 
but his son Oliver was prominent in the community 
and prospered from it, so it seems likely his response 
would have been favourable. Just before his death in 
1898, he would have been told that his beloved 
common was to be taken over as a recreational area 
and named Victoria Park in celebration of the 
longevity of the Queen. It was interesting that six 
years earlier, board members had wanted to lay out 
the common as a public park. They had even been 
offered two gifts of 50 guineas from separate 
London sources, but the ‘commoners’ were 
unwilling. 

It should be noted that most of the Jenkins family 
were buried in the parish church. 

As Cadoxton was the largest district, some men 
resented improvements being made in east Barry and 
as early as October 1889, comment was made that 
people from Cadoxton could not agree about 
anything and that three Barry men were equal to four 
from Cadoxton. 

An irate working man told the Barry Dock News 
that many wives found it preferable to pay the train 
fare and shop in Cardiff, rather than ‘waddle about 
Cadoxton up to their knees in mud and sewage 
water, spoiling their best Sunday boots and 
petticoats’. He questioned what could ‘lawyers, 
parsons, drapers, old farmers and a rich man or two’ 
know about road-making. 

Give him a dozen men with shovels, picks and 
wheelbarrows and the problem would be solved and 
if the local board did not sort out the roads, he was 
advocating non-payment of rates. 

It should be remembered that this was a large hilly 
district with a great deal of water and human activity, 
but in those days as now, the public want immediate 
action. 

In October 1889, the Local Board surveyor John 
Pardoe, announced the closure of the old road in 
preparation for the new one, from East Barry via 
Holton, Victoria Hotel, Glebeland, the Police 
Station, the south end of Courtenay Road to Weston 
Bridge. 

The new Court Road from the Police Station 
through Brooks Farm as far as Cadoxton Court was 
also agreed and £2,713 was spent widening the old 


highway between Colebrook (sic) and the Royal. 

Two years later, the committee agreed to maintain 
the old footpaths from Chesterfield Street and also 
Treharne Road to Merthyr Do van; Pencoedtre to 
Stumpy Hall; Old Mill Cottage along the cliff to 
Hayes Farm and Sully; the ‘highway’ from Robbin’s 
Lane to Merthyr Do van and the Colcot. In December 
of that year, J Fido carried out improvements in 
Robbin’s Lane for £418.13s.5d. 

JC Meggitt applied to the county council to ‘take 
over’ the main road from Biglis via Weston Hill to 
Barry and they agreed to contribute towards its 
maintenance. 

Travelling from Cadoxton to Port Road was over 
the original highway, as upgrading the road via 
Pencoedtre was still being discussed in 1905. In fact, 
as a young taxi driver in the early 1960’s, we still 
had to travel along Barry Road and then Colcot Road 
to pick up the ladies for Bingo at the Empire. 

The committee finally awarded the contract to 
Frank Small to upgrade Barry Road from the Royal 
to the bottom of Crogan Hill, but it would be four 
years before the work was finished. 

To assist with the much-needed road 
improvements, in November 1890 a new steamroller 
costing £350, finally arrived at the offices of the 
local board. 

A story told how the machine, while parked 
‘looking down’ Vere Street and up Iddesleigh and 
Main Street, let out a piercing shriek at the 
deplorable condition of the roads where it would 
soon be expected to work, then shuddered 
backwards in sheer disgust. At the same time, the 
driver was heard to remark “what a horrible state of 
things in a civilised community”. 

Mount Pleasant Building Estate offered plots to 
let in August 1889, for the erection of villas, shops 
and cottages and then later sought tenders from 
builders for new streets and drainage. 

Some of the first houses built in the district at 
Daniel Street and Commercial Road were being 
rented at 6s and 7s a week, with leases dated from 
1885/6. Two houses in Iddesleigh Street sold for 
£320 and possibly surgeon W Lloyd Edward lived in 
one of them. 

At the same time, Dr Mil ward of Cardiff had 
leased land on which Vere Street and side-streets 
were built and as a director of the Court Estate 
Building Company, he later sought tenders for roads 
on the upper portion of that estate. 

It was reported that the old footpath along Court 
Road, through Jeremiah’s Field and Gottzwaltz’s 
Field via Brooks Farm was in a deplorable state and 
the local board was threatened with indictment for 
neglect of duty. Builder Daniel Evans for some 


reason had refused to allow the footpath to be 
‘metalled’, yet even so he was still awarded the 
contract to widen High Street, Barry Dock Town for 
£42.19s 9d. 

The King William the Fourth public house was in 
the High Street mentioned above, having been there 
before the docks development and in June 1890 it 
was fitted out with gas. 

‘Metalling’ referred to the top dressing on the 
path/road, made up of any stone or gravel that had 
been mined or quarried. There was intense 
competition to tender for this material and local men 
John John, Jenkin Brock and David Love were often 
criticised for having insufficient supplies. 

To illustrate their problems, the Alps Quarry at 
Wenvoe agreed to send 250 tons for metalling, by 
train to Barry Station and Alfred Elliott of Cardiff 
won the contract to supply stone for £8693.13.3d, 
being £1,800 cheaper than others. 

In 1889 the Barry Stone & Lime Company 
opened extensive quarries at Maes-y-cwm, with 
kilns being built for lime and machinery for grinding 
mortar. They also had works at ‘Barry Cliff’ and 
George Thomas of Cardiff offered stone from his 
quarry on Barry Road, just up from the Royal Hotel. 

Many syndicates and building companies were set 
up in the first few years to try and satisfy demand 
including: Cadoxton Estate syndicate, houses in 
Daniel Street; Witchill Estate Company, 12 houses in 
Gilbert Street; Cadoxton Cottage Company, 51 
cottages in Church Road and the Commercial Road 
Building Club sought tenders to erect 30 cottages. 

Local builders such as W Britton built six houses 
in Fairford Street for rent at 6s a week and there were 
some in Chesterfield Street at 6s.6d, with James 
Brock erecting two in Melrose Street. 

In December 1895, an auction of 25 cottages in 
Commercial Road was held, all let at 4s.6d week. At 
that time a plasterer was paid £1.7s.3d a week and a 
joiner working for F Small earned £2.2s. 

In October 1890, level crossings were planned for 
Iddesleigh, Vere and Quarella Streets, plus 
Kenilworth Road and two more from Main Street 
near the Royal Hotel. 

EJ Ince built a house in 1895, for the engine driver 
at Biglis pumping station for £448.19s. 

Recently we have seen flats and houses being 
built on the Waterfront, but they have not all been 
built at the same time and access to the site has been 
over well-made roads. 

From 1889-1893, Cadoxton, Barry Dock and 
Barry experienced much more activity, with basic 
equipment and very poor access. The early residents 
must have wondered if their lives would ever settle 
down.

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World War One, July 1917 - how one German 
torpedo claimed the lives of nine Barry men 


It is easy to forget that 100 years ago, 
World War One was in its third year, 
and the casualties on both sides were 
mounting at a horrific rate. 

The GEM is grateful to Paul Kemp of 
the Western Front Association and 
Barry at War for this sombre record 
of the Barry men who lost their lives 
in just one month, July, 1917. 


J ULY 31,1917 saw the start of a 
major battle known officially as the 
Third Battle of Ypres but more 
commonly as Passchendaele. 

It was to last until November 10, 1917. At the 
end of the first day significant advances had been 
made, the 38th (Welsh) Division did particularly 
well and was singled out for praise by Field 
Marshal Haig. 

Unfortunately, heavy rain then fell in torrents, 
the worst weather in Belgium for many years 
turned the battlefield into a muddy quagmire, which 
was to be the most memorable feature of the 
battlefield, with attacking troops struggling to make 
progress in the mud. 

Second Engineer David Oliver Davies of the 

SS Southina, Mercantile Marine, died on July 7 as a 
result of an attack by an enemy submarine. Aged 
37, he was the son of Samuel and Hannah Davies; 
husband of Margaret Mary Davies (nee Roberts), of 
8, Welford Street, Barry. He was born at Maesteg. 

On July 7 the SS Southina, on a voyage from 
Cardiff to Oran with a cargo of coal and 
Government stores, was sunk by the German 
submarine UC-67 (Karl Neumann) six miles WNW 
of Cap Sigli, Algeria. One person was lost. 

Private George Henry Northcott of 901st 
Mechanical Transport, Army Service Corps died of 
heart disease on July 7; he is buried in Basra War 
Cemetery, Iraq. Aged 27, the son of William and 
Elizabeth Jane Northcott of Melrose, Sully and 
husband of Mary Elizabeth Northcott. He was 
educated in Dinas Powys County School; he was a 
motor mechanic. 

He enlisted in the Army Service Corps on March 
15, 1916 and served with the Indian Expeditionary 
Force in Mesopotamia from March 2, 1917. 

Mess room steward Sidney John Dench of the 
SS Calliope, Mercantile Marine died on July 12 as 
a result of an attack by an enemy submarine. Aged 
15, he was the son of Mrs Florence Kate Smith of 
30, Holme Street, Cadoxton, Barry. He was born at 
Twickenham. 

On July 12 SS Calliope, on voyage from Seville 


to Newport with a cargo of iron ore, was torpedoed 
and sunk by German U-boat U-155 
(Kapitanleutnant Karl Meusel) 150 miles north of 
Madeira. All 27 crew died. 

Sapper Sydney George John of the 557th Army 
Troops Coy, Royal Engineers died of wounds on 
July 11. He was bom and enlisted in Barry and 
went to France March 8, 1915. He is buried in 
Coxyde Military Cemetery, Belgium. 

Carpenter William Eakon of the SS Mariston, 
Mercantile Marine died on July 15 as a result of an 
attack by an enemy submarine. Aged 52, he was 
the husband of Ellen Eakon (nee Saunders), of 3, 
Lee Road, Cadoxton. He was born at Stettin. 

On July 15 SS Mariston, a defensively armed 
British Merchant steamer was on a voyage from 
Almeria to the Clyde, Glasgow, with a cargo of 
copper ore when 82 miles West of the Fastnet, 
Ireland she was torpedoed without warning and 
sunk by German submarine U-45 (Erich Sittenfeld); 
28 lives were lost including the master. 

On July 16, SS Ribston was en route from 
Melilla to the Clyde with a cargo of iron ore when 
she was torpedoed by German submarine U-45 and 
sunk 85 miles west from the Fastnet rock. The 
crew of 25 were all lost including the master and 
nine Barry merchant seamen. 

Able Seaman William Jenkin Bartlett, aged 
20, son of Rachel Bartlett of 4 Clive Road, Barry 
Island; carpenter Zanis Constantine Coutsoudis, 
aged 58, son of the late Constantine and Stamaton 
Coutsoudis; husband of Assimio Coutsoudis of 8, 
Travis Street, Barry. Bom in Chile; sailor George 
Mansel Durbin, aged 18, son of William Henry 
and Kathleen Ellen Durbin of 13 Bassett Street, 
Barry Dock; fireman Benjamin Charles Evans, 
aged 23, son of David and Elizabeth Evans of 101, 
Merthyr Street, Barry; fireman Joseph Kays, aged 
32, son of W Henry and Emma Kays; husband of 
Beatrice Kays (nee Chick) of 5, Palmerston Road, 
Cadoxton. Born at Bedminster, Bristol. 

Sailor George Henry Lixton, aged 18, son of 
John and Mary Ann Lixton (nee Smith), of 15, 
Commercial Road, Barry Dock; born at Newport, 
Mon. 

Able Seaman George Henry Taylor, aged 21, 
son of George and Lucy Ann Taylor (nee Baker) of 
4, Gilbert Street, Cadoxton, Barry; fireman John 
Owen Charles Vincent, aged 28, son of George 
and Elizabeth Vincent; husband of Minnie Evelina 
Vincent (nee Taylor) of 40, Tydvil Street, Barry 
Dock. Born at Cardiff. 

Fireman Charles Stanley Wilson, aged 24, son 
of John and Emily Wilson; husband of Annie May 
Wilson (nee Thomas), of 60, Graving Dock Street, 
Barry Dock; born at Cardiff. 

Second Lieutenant Ivor Llewellyn Dadds,

Inland Water Transport, Royal Engineers died on 
July 17; he is buried in Basra War Cemetery, Iraq. 
Aged 30, he was the son of Samuel Llewellyn 
Dadds and Elizabeth Dadds of ‘Brynhyfryd,’ 

Miskin Street, Barry. 

Private William T Hookings, caterpillar driver, 
Base Mechanical Transport Depot, Army Service 
Corps, died through the effects of excessive heat in 
Mesopotamia on July 23 and was buried in Kut 
War Cemetery, Iraq. 

He was the son of Mr and Mrs TH Hookings, 5 
Brickyard Terrace, Cadoxton. He had been in the 
Army for 18 months, and had been in the east for 
the last 12 months. He was formerly a locomotive 
fireman on the Barry Railway. 

He was 26 years of age, educated at Cadoxton 
Council School, and left a wife - Florence 
Elizabeth - and two children, having lived at 
Church Road, Cadoxton. 

Ship’s cook Thomas York of the SS Ludgate, 
Mercantile Marine died on July 26 as a result of an 
attack by an enemy submarine. Aged 51, he was 
the husband of Eleanor York (nee Murphy), of 26 
Fryatt Street, Barry. He was bom at York. 

On July 26 SS Ludgate, on a voyage from 
Huelva to Garston with a cargo of iron ore, was 
sunk by a mine from the German submarine UC-51 
(Hans Galster), two miles south from Galley Head; 
24 crew were lost. 

Gunner Thomas Sidney Bryant of ‘Y’ Trench 
Mortar Battery, Royal Field Artillery, 38th (Welsh) 
Division was killed in action on July 28. Aged 19, 
he was buried in Bard Cottage Cemetery, Belgium. 
The Barry Dock News reported: ‘ONE OF THE 
VERY BEST.’ - O.C. KILLED SEVEN DAYS 
AFTER RETURNING FROM LEAVE.’ 

In a letter to Mr and Mrs James Bryant, 131 
Dock View Road, Barry Docks, the Commanding 
Officer, Y Battery, TMB, 38th Division, Royal 
Field Artillery, informed them of the death in action 
of their son, Tom S Bryant. 

In the communication, the OC said: ‘Your son 
was killed by a German shell on July 28th. It is a 
very great blow to me, as he was my best gunner. 
He died a soldier’s death, by his gun, but we cannot 
afford to lose good men, and he was one of the 
very best. There has been some hot fighting here 
lately, and he did splendidly.’ 

Gunner Bryant was home on leave on July 10, 
returned to France on the 19th and was killed on 
the 28th. He joined the Army when he was 17, and 
spent his 19th birthday in the trenches. 

He was formerly employed in the Barry Railway 
engine sheds. An old pupil of Hannah Street 
Council School, he played for the school football 
team, and captained Hannah Street when they won 
the Schools’ Football Shield. His mother was a 
lineal descendant of Sir Henry Matthews, who 
fought in the Battle of St Fagan’s on the side of the 
Royalists. 

Gunner Percival Christmas Thomas of ‘B’ 

Battery, 122nd Brigade, Royal Field Artillery died 
of wounds on July 29. He is buried in Canada 
Farm Cemetery, the son of Caroline Thomas; he 
lived and enlisted in Barry. 

Second Lieutenant John Humphrey England 
of the 14th Bn, Welsh Regiment was killed in 
action on July 31. He has no known grave and is 
commemorated on the Menin Gate Memorial to 
The Missing, Ypres, Belgium. He had been 
Mentioned in Despatches. 

The Barry Dock News reported: ‘LIEUTENANT 
KILLED IN THE MEMORABLE PUSH. 
Lieutenant Jack England, who was killed whilst 
leading his men in the push on July 31 was the only 
son of Mr and Mrs JH England of Llanishen, and 
grandson of Mr J Jewel Williams, of Glanhafren, 
Barry. 

He was educated at Cardiff High School and 
King’s College, Taunton, afterwards entering the 
service of Messrs Spillers and Bakers. Immediately 
war broke out he joined the Welsh Cyclists, and 
assisted for nearly 12 months in guarding the 
North-East Coast, he obtained his commission in 
August 1915, and went to the front a year later with 
the Welsh Regiment. 

Accounts to hand show that he acquitted himself 
with great vigour and bravery. He will be a great 
loss,’ writes the colonel. He was a fine, brave boy, 
and always did his work well. Your boy’s company 
had fought their way to the final objective before 
he was killed.’ 

Private Leslie Richard Thomas, ‘A’ 

Company, 14th Bn, Welsh Regiment was killed in 
action on July 31. Aged 19, the son of William and 
Catherine Mary Thomas of 36 Dyfan Road, 

Witchill Estate, Cadoxton, he has no known grave 
and is commemorated on the Menin Gate Memorial 
to the Missing, Ypres, Belgium. 

In the attack on the Pilckem Ridge on July 31 
the 14th Bn of the Welsh Regiment had five 
officers killed, four officers wounded and 80 other 
ranks killed and 141 other ranks wounded. 

Second Lieutenant Norman McCallum of the 
11th Bn Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders was 


killed in action on July 31. Mr James A McCallum, 
Windsor Road, Barry was informed of the death in 
action of his son, Second Lieutenant Norman 
McCallum, Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders. He 
was 22 years of age, and had enlisted in September, 
1914. 

He had been in France since June 1915, and was 
severely wounded in the neck at the battle of Loos. 
Lieut McCallum was a keen sportsman and 
footballer, and a staunch supporter of the Barry 
Rowing Club. Educated at Barry County School. 

A brother, Gray don McCallum, of the Royal 
Engineers, was training for commission. 

Private Frank Wood of the 13th Bn, 
Gloucestershire Regiment was killed in action on 
July 31. Bom in Barry Dock, he enlisted in 
Birmingham and was married to Kate Wood with 
one child. He is buried in Duhallow ADS 
Cemetery, Belgium. 

Private Edward Theophilus Christie of the 

2nd Bn, West Yorkshire Regiment was killed in 
action on July 31. Born in Barry, he lived and 
enlisted in Hull, and was the son of Sarah A 
Christie. He has no known grave and is 
commemorated on the Menin Gate Memorial to 
The Missing, Ypres, Belgium. 

They shall grow not old, as we that are left grow 
old; 

Age shall not weary them, nor the years condemn. 

At the going down of the sun and in the morning 
We will remember them.

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Local church in 
competition to find 
Wales’ favourite 
religious building

THE ancient church of St 
Illtud’s, Llantwit Major, has 
been entered in a national 
competition to find the most 
popular sacred site or building 
in Wales. 

The National Churches Trust has 
selected 50 possibilities, ranging from 
tiny rural churches like Mwnt on 
Cardigan Bay to the great cathedrals 
such as St David’s, and from remote 
chapels like Capel Newydd at 
Nanhoren to the great chapels of the 
industrial era like Tabernacle, Llanelli. 

Some of the buildings revel in great 
architecture, others in a long history of 
worship, but all are important in the 
history of Wales. 

St Illtud’s Church proudly stands on 
one of the earliest Christian sites in 
Britain, with a Celtic Christian 
community being founded by St Illtud 
about the year 500. Here was Britain’s 
earliest centre of learning, with a 


school and missionary centre, as well 
as the monastery. 

In the recently rebuilt Galilee 
Chapel is an important collection of 
Celtic Christian stones, particularly the 
beautiful Houelt Cross. The original 
parish church, built after 1100, is now 
the West Church. 

The East Church was added in the 
13th century, and contains many items 
of interest, including the unique Jesse 
niche, wall paintings and medieval and 
Tudor effigies. 

St Illtud’s today is a lively and 
active parish church, attracting visitors 
from all over the world, being drawn 
by its history and atmosphere of prayer 
and worship. 

The winning church will receive a 
special trophy and £500.

Penarth Ramblers go 
on two evening strolls 


AFTER some 
downpours in the 
Barry area, for the 10 
walkers and Bella the 
dog who joined Joy 
from Penarth and 
District Ramblers at 
St Mary’s Church in 
Wenvoe for the start 
of an evening ramble, 
everywhere was bone 
dry and remained 
that way. 

Setting off under the

Jan and John played 
host to a group of 14 
walkers on an evening 
ramble, taking in 
Porthkerry Country 
Park. Leaving the car 
park at the Travelodge 
on Port Road to walk 
through a very short 
shower of rain on the 
journey down through 
Cwm Ciddy Lane, 
brought them into 
Porthkerry Park, 
purchased by the council 
in 1929 from the 
Romilly family estate. 

Following a narrow

HOPE PROJECT IS MAKING 
HEADWAY AT BRYN HAFREN! 



AN arty 

collaboration 
between Bryn 
Hafren pupils, 
Elevate and 

Headway Cardiff 
took off with flying 
colours in the last 
week of term at 
Bryn Hafren 

Comprehensive 
School in Barry. 

The Hope Project was 
organised by Elevate, a 
Big Lottery-funded 
coaching and mentoring 
charity working in 
secondary schools in the 
Vale of Glamorgan and 
Headway Cardiff, who 
are a charity that provide 
services to people with 
acquired brain injuries, 
and their families and 
carers. 

Bryn Hafren pupils 
and Headway service- 
users and staff all 
volunteered and showed 
real commitment and 
enthusiasm. In the 
project, they created art 
pieces that reflected how 
they had overcome their 
particular struggles and 
challenges, and then 
presented it to each other, 
with a final piece of art 


they did all together. 

Clients of Headway 
Cardiff told of how they 
had to overcome 
difficulties of expressing 
the emotional issues of 
their personal 

experience, but also how 
this had helped them to 
reflect. Chris Jones, a 
Headways client said that 
the project had helped 
him to “open up to 
people, because everyone 
has problems, just talking 
will help”. 

The two groups met 
on July 18 at Bryn 
Hafren Comprehensive 
School, after spending 
months committed to 
producing their artwork. 

Initial nerves soon 
gave way to a sense of 
all-round rapport as 
people opened 

courageously about what 
their artistic creations 
meant to them, and their 
journey of hope, despite 
difficulties. 

The themes that came 
across from all were the 
courage, determination 
and hope, the vital role 
the charities had 
provided played in 
enabling them to not only 
survive periods of 
darkness and loss, but 


also to encounter 
unexpected joy and 
achievement in their 
lives. Sharing personal 
stories brought a sense of 
hope to the group and 
fostered a sense of 
compassion and respect 
for one another. 

Nathan, a Headway 
service-user, said: “The 
views of younger 
children really opened 
my eyes. This is 
amazing. I feel honoured 
that I have been part of 
it.” Georgia, a Bryn 
Hafren pupil, spoke 
about how sharing and 
hearing the personal 
stories had made her 
realise she needed to feel 
proud: “I learned that it’s 
good to challenge 
adversity and to hold my 
head up proud about who 
I am.” 

Brenda, a Headways 
service user, mentioned 
that it was “so important 
to work with young 
people and to close ages 
gaps and overcome 
prejudices”. The groups 
finished the day with a 
collaborative art piece 
where they all shared 
their new insights gained 
from their day together. 

One insight read: 



“Acceptance, 
understanding of other 
people, I see a new 
perspective.” The new 
piece certainly conveyed 
the sense of hope that had 
come from the overall 
process. 

At the end of the day, 
the feeling was that 
everybody wanted to stay 
in touch and work 
together on future 
projects, and each group 
expressed a better 
understanding of each 
other. 

Rhian, a support 
worker for Headway, 
said: “Absolutely 

inspirational. More 
projects like this would 
vastly improve society, 
as it creates unilateral 
understanding and 
acceptance of each 
other.” 

The Hope Project was 


put forward by Elevate, 
which works with 
secondary school pupils 
by providing one-to-one 
support through trained 
volunteers and staff. We 
at Elevate believe 
everyone is aspirational, 
and at times gets stuck 
moving forward, but with 
the right support they can 
be encouraged to take the 
next steps to overcome 
the barriers they face.

Against that, she 
says, people are 
increasingly aware of 
falling living standards, 
rising inflation, slowing 
growth and lower 
productivity. 

No, 84 per cent of us 
did not vote for Brexit - 
especially for the chaotic 
Tory Brexit that seems 
aimed at making the UK 
a low tax haven for big 
business.

WORLD famous 
engineering 
projects, such as 
Concorde, Alan 
Turing’s cipher 
decoder, the 
Channel Tunnel, 
London’s Tower 
Bridge, and the 
Jaguar E Type, are 
some of the greatest 
the world has ever 
seen - and now a 
prestigious award 
will see a project 
from Atlantic 
College take its 
place next to these 
icons. 

The rigid hull 
inflatable boat (RIB), 
developed in the 1960s 
by Rear-Admiral 
Desmond Hoare, the 
founding Principal of 
UWC Atlantic College, 
that became the world’s 
most widely-used craft 
for inshore rescue, has 
been awarded the 
Institution of 
Mechanical Engineers’ 
Engineering Heritage 
Award. 

The awards recognise 
irreplaceable artefacts to 
celebrate and raise 
public awareness for the 
vital role mechanical 
engineering plays in 
modern life. 

Initially conceived by 
Rear-Admiral Hoare, the 
early RIB X craft were 
built and test-driven 
along the dramatic 
Bristol Channel 
coastline by Atlantic 
College students. 

Now known as the 
Atlantic Class, the 
design, which developed 
from the original ‘X 
Alpha’ prototype, 
revolutionised maritime 
rescue worldwide and 
became the model for 
RNLI inshore boats 
across Britain. 

The patent for the 
RIB was created by 
Rear-Admiral Hoare 
who donated it to the 
RNLI for £1 in 1973, 
and a copy of the still 
uncashed cheque hangs 
in a frame on a wall at 
the college. 

The development of 
the RIB commenced 
shortly after the 
college’s opening at the 
12th century St Donat’s 
Castle near Llantwit 
Major in 1962. Today, 
UWC Atlantic College 
is recognised as the 
founding member of the 
global United World 
Colleges education 
movement. 

A key element of the 
award was the college’s 
work in the restoration, 
exhibition and use of 
one of the original RIBs, 
known by the name ‘X 
Alpha’, which the 
Institution’s Heritage 
Committee recognise as 
an important 
engineering artefact. 

Accepting the award 
on behalf of the college 
and the late Rear- 
Admiral Desmond 


Hoare, UWC Atlantic 
College Principal Peter 
T Howe, said: 

“It is an honour to 
have the Institution of 
Mechanical Engineers 
recognise the work of 
our first principal and 
the earliest students of 
our college to develop 
the RIB. 

“The legacy of 
building, testing, and 
refining rescue boat 
design continues here to 
this day, as does the 
humanitarian spirit that 
saw the patent gifted to 
the RNLI for the saving 
of lives.” 

Speaking at the 
celebration event, 
Carolyn Griffiths, 
president of The 
Institution of 
Mechanical Engineers, 
said: “The development 
of X Alpha, one of the 
very first RIBs, is a 
fantastic example of UK 
engineering. 

“The impressive 
innovation of 
developing a high- 
performance hull, 
inflatable tubes, open 
transom and powerful 
engines was a step 
change in maritime 
rescue. 

“Its pioneering 
success led directly to 
the development of 
RNLI Atlantic Class 
lifeboats and has helped 
save countless lives at 
sea.” 

The committee also 
praised the college’s 
work in continuing the 
legacy of the RIB to 
support humanitarian 
projects across the 
globe. 

UWC Atlantic 
College alumni have 
also travelled to Lesbos, 
to serve as volunteer 
boat crew with the 
Atlantic Pacific 
International Rescue 
Boat Project. 

This work has alumni 
putting the lifesaving 
skills they have 
developed at the college 
to protect the lives of 
refugees who have been 
forced to brave the 
perilous Mediterranean 
Sea crossing. 

The Institution of 
Mechanical Engineers 
was established in 1847 
and has some of the 
world’s greatest 
engineers in its history 
books. 

The Institution’s 
president, Carolyn 
Griffiths, joined UWC 
Atlantic College staff 
and students at the 
historic castle campus to 
present the plaque, 
which will officially 
mark the site where the 
first RIB was created by 
Rear-Admiral Desmond 
Hoare and his students.

‘No case made for the 
Northern Access Road’ 

- SAYS WELSH TORY LEADER 


THE Welsh Government 
has failed to make a 
business case for the 
proposed Northern Access 
Road to the Enterprise 
Zone in St Athan, claims 
South Wales Central 
regional AM, Andrew RT 
Davies. 

Calling on Ministers to scrap 
the plans, the Welsh Tory leader 
referred to several questions he 
had asked in the Assembly over 
the past few weeks, saying they 
had failed to counter suggestions 
that upgrading the existing road 
infrastructure would be sufficient. 

The road is set to cost £15 
million, but Mr Davies has called 
for that money to be put towards 
other infrastructure projects in the 
Vale. 

Over 100 people attended a 


public meeting in Llanmaes last 
week and in a show of hands, all 
present voted against the road. 

Unlike the proposed road, the 
Dinas Powys by-pass has 
widespread local support, with 
many people believing it will 
solve congestion problems 
between Cardiff and Barry in the 
eastern Vale. Mr Davies said he 
has written to cabinet secretary for 
economy and infrastructure, Ken 
Skates AM, asking him to scrap 
plans for the Northern Access 
Road - and instead put the money 
towards delivering the by-pass. 

He went on: “I have raised 
concerns about the lack of a 
business case for the Northern 
Access Road on several occasions 
and, sadly, Welsh Government 
Ministers have failed to make it. 
There is widespread local 
opposition, with many people 


feeling the road is unnecessary. 

“With no evidence to the 
contrary, the logical step is for us 
to upgrade the existing road 
infrastructure and that way we 
can all get on with making the St 
Athan Enterprise Zone the success 
we want it to be. 

“I have, therefore, called on the 
Cabinet Secretary to scrap plans 
for the Northern Access Road and 
put the money towards the Dinas 
Powys by-pass instead. 

“We have a situation where 
residents in one part of the Vale 
are vehemently opposed to a new 
road, while in another part, 
residents are campaigning hard in 
support of one. 

“It seems illogical not to put the 
money towards a project people 
want, as opposed to one that has 
been the source of many local 
concerns.”

DURING the recent grant 
presentation event held 
recently by Barry Town 
Council, Barry Athletic 
Club were awarded a 
donation. 

The Town Council has been 
supportive of the Barry Athletic 
Club over the past years. This 
year, following the donation, the 
club decided to invite Town 
councillors to the club premises to 
see, first hand, the benefits that 
have been achieved with the aid 
of the council. 

Barry Athletic, situated on 
Barry Island, comprises five 
separate sections, with a sixth 
(running section) about to join in 
the near future.

This has been a major 
step forward as the purchase of 
the land from ABP has given the 
club long term future security in 
its present location. 

Barry Athletic Cricket Youth 
Section reformed back in 2014 
and since restarting the junior 
section has seen over 140 new 
members. 70 of these are from 
the recent All Stars programme 
which was introduced to 
encourage 5-8 year olds into 
cricket in a fun way. 

The eight-week programme 
started back in May and both 
Couns Nic and Shirley Hodges 
were in attendance at the first 
session and were very impressed 
to hear how the section has been 
developing and growing. 

The under-9 and under-11 
teams are thriving with support 
from a number of coaches 
(mainly parents). July 15 saw the 
youth section being Guard of 
Honour at the Glamorgan v 
Somerset game at the Swalec 
Stadium in Cardiff, where 40 
junior members were in 
attendance. 

The councillors were informed 
that next year the cricket section 
are hoping to progress to two 
under-9 and under-11 teams and 
encourage parents to become 
Level 1 and 2 qualified coaches. 
It was really interesting talking to 
councillors and looking at ways 
of funding to improve the 
clubhouse (used by both cricket 
and football sections) which is 
need of upgrading. 

The interior has recently 
received attention and the roof is 
being replaced and renewed as 
funds permit. 

Barry Athletic Football Club 
chairman, Ady Gratton said: “It 
was great to the show the Barry 
Town Council representatives 


around our facilities. We have 
received almost £2,000 from the 
council over the past five years, 
financial assistance has been 
provided for kit, goalposts, 
renewal of a leaking changing 
room roof and a heater for our 
clubhouse. 

“The assistance ensures we can 
provide the best possible 
experiences for the local 
community.” The football section 
now have several teams operating 
from the athletic club including 
several junior teams as well as 
established adult teams.

RACE FIASCO ELICITS 
AUTHORITY PROBE 


THE British Horse Racing Authority have 
begun a probe, after a fiasco last 
Thursday, when a three-year-old won a 
race which was for two-year-olds at 
Yarmouth, writes BRIAN LEE. 

The 1.40 opener was believed to have been won 
by the 50-1 outsider Mandarin Princess, but in fact 
was won by stable companion, Millie's Kiss, a three- 
year-old that was actually down to run in a later race 
that day. 

The British Horse Racing Association said: “The 
stewards held an inquiry to consider the 
circumstances surrounding the identification of the 
50-1 winner, Mandarin Princess, trained by Charlie 
McBride, which was presented at the sampling and 
routine testing. The scan identified the horse to be 
Millie's Kiss, the trainer's other runner in race four. 
They have interviewed the trainer, the stable groom, 
the vet and the equine welfare integrity officer 
responsible for sampling the unit. 

“Having heard their evidence, they referred the 
matter to head office and ordered Millie's Kiss to be 
withdrawn from race four. Since we introduced the 
microchipping system, an incident such as this is, as 
far as we are aware, unprecendented.” 

Although no wrongdoing was intended, the 
trainer of the horses concerned, Charlie McBride, 
will probably be heavily fined. 

In my book Racing Rogues-The Scams,Scandals 
and Gambles of Horse Racing in Wales (published 
by St David's Press at £14.99), I tell the story of how 
a horse belonging to someone in the Vale, and which 


had run and won at local point-to-points and 
flapping (unlicenced meetings), ran under a different 
name and was, in fact, a horse that had run under 
Jockey Club Rules. 

I also tell the story of the ringer scandal that 
shocked the racing world in 1978 and other tales of 
switching horses and how Cardiff bookmaker 
Gomer Charles was jailed for two years for fraud 
after his syndicate placed £100k worth of bets on a 
ringer racehorse - that won at Bath races at odds of 
20-1. 

Charles was later shot dead outside his Park Place, 
Cardiff home in 1966.

Looking 

back - to 1973: 
Oh, what 
fun we had! 


GEM columnist BRIAN 
LEE, who has been 
reporting on the Welsh 
hunt-racing scene for 
more than 50 years, 
takes another peep into 
one of his prolific press 
cuttings books. 

U NDER the 
heading - 
‘Llewellyn 
triumphs’ - one of 
my yellowing press 
cuttings reads as 
follows: 

‘Cowbridge’s John 
Llewellyn and 
Bassaleg’s Mike 
Williams, the two 
leading riders in Wales, 
fought out the finish to a 
high- class men’s open 
race at the Curre Hunt 
Point-To-Point 
Steeplechases on 
Saturday. 

‘Victory went to 
Llewellyn, who was 
riding Nearly There 11 
for Mrs Catherine 
Hioms. 

Mike Williams, riding 
Fitz for Dinas Powys’s 
Mrs Rose Harry, put in a 
strong challenge 
between the last two 
fences and after jumping 
the last fence just behind 
the winner was three 
lengths down at the 
winning post. 

It was quick 
consolation for 
Llewellyn, who looked 
like trotting home on 
North Gate in the 
members’ race, only to 
fall at the last fence 
when well clear. 

Tim Rooney, a 16- 
year-old blacksmith 
from Marshfield, made 
every post a winning one 
when coming home 
eight lengths clear in the 
maiden race on Roughan 
Again.’’ 

Sadly, Mrs Harry and 
Mike Williams are no 
longer with us and 
Rooney, who went on to 
much greater things 
including winning the 


Horse & Hound Cup at 
Stratford on 50-1 
outsider Devil’s Walk in 
1977, was chalking-up 
his first winner. 

For the record, the 
members’ race that day 
went to a horse called 
Tyro’s Try who was 
partnered by Castleton’s 
Bill Jones who I believe 
was the first Welshman 
to ride 100 winners 
between-the-flags. Bill 
was sadly killed in a 
motoring accident in 
1981; he had ridden his 
first winner in 1949 and 
his last in 1973. 

He had a very good 
point-to-pointer called 
Spurn Head which, I am 
sure one of my regular 
readers, Mr Handel 
Jones, will remember. 

The adjacent hunts’ 
race was won by John 
Beavis on the favourite 
April Delight and the 
ladies’ open that day was 
won by Wales’ most 
famous and most prolific 
point-to-pointer 
Mandryka, owned by 
Rhondda’s Tom Morgan 
and ridden by his 
daughter Shan Morgan 
who was to marry the 
Vale’s Ross Farr. 

That day, Mandryka 
beat Sampson Brass, 
ridden by Diana Bishop, 
with Orange Pip ridden 
by Cowbridge’s Eirlys 
Thomas in third place. 
Eirlys a year or two later 
was to win the Welsh 
ladies’ championship 
without riding a winner! 

How come? Well, 
the championship is run 
on a points basis and she 
rode so many seconds 
and thirds that she 
accumulated more points 
than the other riders! 

There were only five 
races a meeting back 
then but oh, what fun it 
was!
